San Francisco, October 29.—The 
sensational Benhayon caso is to have 
a rest udtil next Tuesday, tho detec­ 
tives having brought forward all tiie 
witnesses they care to at this stage. 
Although the deep mystery in which 
the death of Bcuhayon is involved 
has not been, in any .sense cleared 
a way, the «keen edge of tho public in­ 
terest in the case has apparently worn 
off to a great extent. 
The Coroner’s 
inquest was resumed this afternoon. 
Charles Forrest, boat-house keeper 
at Saucelito, corroborated Dimmig’s 
state,men- tliat he spent Sunday hail­ 
ing. 
Jam es Porter, a policeman, testified 
that he had known Beuhayon and the 
Bowers family several yours, and that 
Mrs. Bowers ha-i two parrots^ one of 
• which was introduced to corroborate a 
(H.«rtion of the confession, in which the 
writer referred to having tried tho 
jKiison ou a parrot. 
Witness stated 
that Dr. Bowers informed him , after 
his wife died, that his purse had been 
stolen. This fact was also referred to 
in t ie confession. 
Mrs. ixficdng, tho professional nurse 
who attended Mrs. Bowers testified 
th at Benhayon visited his sister every 
day during her sicknessi and wasBome- 
timcs in the room with her alone. 
Witness said that the medicines used 
were kept on tip» tablb-in the room 
and that several times «bo saw: Bon- 
hayon examining the bottlos ami pill 
boxes. 
Air*. Leising remembered 
that one of the parrots died a short 
tiuie before Mrs. Bowers’ ueath. 
In 
answer to a Juror’s question sho said 
that she had attended Bowers daily 
since lie had beon in jail and had-col- 
leotcd a number of outstanding bill* 
for him which money he ga, ■ her for 
her trouble iu bringing hi 
meals. 
Sao remembered .th at Bower. ’ puise 
was stolen alter his wife’s death. 
Dr. Van Bushow stated that ho ad­ 
vised Diinmig to use nitrate of silver 
for eruptions on his body, but did not 
tell huu to remove the stains with 
cyanide of potassium. 
hevaral witnesses 
who were ac­ 
quainted with Benlmyon’s handwrit- 
iAg Mated Unit the confession looked 
like the deceased's writing. 
The inquest was adjourned till Tues­ 
day evening, and m the meantime ex­ 
perts will nmke further examination 
of th e writing and detectives will 
search for other witnesses. 


D IM M 'G AND D O W N E S. 
The report having come from I/» 
Angeles that Dimmig, made notorious 
in connection with the Benhayon 
ease, was once connected with a gang 
of robtiers headed by ouo Tom in v 
Downes, the prisoner was questioned 
concerning the matter to-day. 
He 
appeared surprised that the informa­ 
tion should have been published, but 
acknowledged that he had been cin- 
ploved at the Chandler oil well, in 
which vicinity the gang was. and lie 
he said that he kuew ioiuniy Downes. 


NOT O N E OF T H E G A N G . 
He said however, that Chandler 
could show him that he was not one 
of the robbers: 
“ I think lie was in 
this city at the tim e,” lie said, “ 1 
remember a man tuld me that Downes 
was in trouble—hut 1 utn not positive 
as to where I was a t the lime.

Chandler or any of those people who 
knew me in Los Angeles kuew that X 
was not a metulier ol ihe gang.”

Threatening Letters Sent 
by Anarchists 


TO GOULD AND CLEVELAND. 


The M illionaire Hastily Decamps 
for Europe—A Plea from 
Over the W ater.

N e w 
Y o r k , Octobor 29.—An even­ 
ing paper prints a story in which it 
connects the departure of .fay Gould 
for Europe with tlie approaching exc­ 
ut ion of 
the Chicago Anarchists. 
The story says that the Anarchist 
lew fon fixed upon Gould as tlie man 
who, by bold and iilieral use of his 
enormous money power, could stay 
tlie hand of justice and prevent what 
they look upon us the slaughter of 
inartys. 
Absurd as tho notion is, 
they have not hesitated t«* act upon it 
boldly. At first Gould was approached 
in a neutral rather than a threatening 
manner. The reliance of the Anar­ 
chist 
brotherhood 
upon his great 
power, and upon hi* exercise of it in 
their behulf, was *et forth in 
mysterious communications 
which he rewived sometimes by mail, 
and sometimes by the hands of mes­ 
sengers in tho street. 
As time inissed 
on and the case of the condemned 
seven became more desperate, the 
anonymous messages beq^jne sharper 
in tone, and of a distinctly 


t h r e a t e n i n g c h a r a c t e r . 
After this change of attitude tlie mails 
alone, were used for their transmission, 
none of tho letter* being delivered to 
Mr. Gould in person. 
Latterly, the 
warnings have been of h o decided a 
character and so explicit iu their 
term* that Gould, who is not natura I ly 
a man of timid disposition, became

To the President of the United States 
—The Council-General of the Social 
Democratic Federáis in Holland, feel­ 
ing indignant at the infamous judg­ 
ment of the Illinois Supreme Court 
in the case of tlie Chicago Anarch­ 
ists, holds that the throwing of a 
bomb in the meeting held in May. 
188*1, wa* provoked by tho outrageous 
assault of the police upon the people’s 
right of free speech.

Bureau of Yards and Docks, says of 
the Mare I land navy yard in his an­ 
nual report: 
“ This navy yard is our 
only naval station on tho shores of 


the Pacific. 
It would be our only 
base for naval operations for the de­ 
fense of parta oí th iá coast, for the 
protection of our Pacific trade, and 
for the assertion, if it. khauld become 
necessary, of tbe dignity and strength 
of the nation upon this, tlie greatest 
of ocean areas.” 


T H E SITU A TIO N IN T H E PA C IFIC . 
The Commodore speaks oi the acqui­ 
sitions being made by European pow­ 
ers in the Pacific, so far of late as to 
practically annex groups of islands 
where American trade and civilizing 
influences have been heretofore para­ 
mount, and of the immense develop­ 
ments upon land and sea in the Pacific 
that will follow tho opening of the 
inter-oceanic canal, which will neces­ 
sitate for this country greater naval 
activity. 
Ho recommends that meas­ 
ures he taken to place tho Mare 
Island station in fully equipped con­ 
dition. 


M ORE STA TIO N S H E E D E D . 
The necessity for a naval station on 
the shores of the Gulf of Mexico is 
said to 1)0 imperative. Hot only from 
the possibilities likely to 
arise in 
these waters and tho adjoining W en 
Indian countries and seas, hut because 
the station is needed for the naval de­ 
fense of our own coast and protection 
of tho outlets of our Gulf and Missis­ 
sippi trade. 
Commodore Harmony 
lielieves that Pensacola, though de­ 
fective in some respects, combines 
more advantages for a naval station 
than Kev West.

Up 
to this point, the interests of tho boule­ 
vard will bo taken care of by Colonel 
George II. Smith and Mr. Maltman, 
who will see that this is made a 
fine roadway. 
Continuing, it will 
traverse Alvarado street, and tbon 
swinging a little to tho left, will pass 
through the beautiful Pobinson vine­ 
yard. Mr. Pobinson not alono cheer­ 
fully panted the right of way, but 
agreed to grade and keep the road in 
condition through his property, and 
he will also plant fine .shade trees. 
Next, the road will pass through the 
beautiful property of Mr. Maltman 
and J. W. Potts, and at the same time 
keep to the right of the beautiful val 
ley. This is one of the points that 
will make the drive »s famous as it is 
destined to be, for the view is one that 
beggars description.

are furnished with m etal cases for the 
bank books, and these are supplied 
with rollers so that tlie books slide iu 
and out with th e greatest ease.

floors and elegant m antels and fire­ 
places to the charmingly frescoed ceil­ 
ing, each thing the eye resl^ on seems 
porlect. 
Tlie directors’ room is tho gem of 
the building. 
It is encased all around 
in crystuline plate glass, brought here 
fr m New York. 
Thore is nothing so 
beautiful in this line in tho State. 
Four lights were broken, and they 
cannot be replaced this side of New 
York city. 
The center-table in this 
room with its beautifully carved legs, 
is worth going a m ile to soe. 
The 
tiled fireplace and 
beautiful man­ 
tel arc quite as well worth seeing. 
Then there is the cloak room, lava­ 
tory and all sorts of conveniences and 
comforts for all persons employed 
about th e Institution. 
The upper stories ate all fitted up 
for offices, and they are nearly as ar­ 
tistic in finish and quite as elaborate 
in their appurtences as the banking 
floor. 
Karli room has its tire place, 
lopct and such little comforts com­ 
plete. 
Each floor has its fire hose in 
ease of (ire, and arranged in tho best 
manner. 
The water supply for the 
fire-hose is from a sepe rate connection 
of its own, and all the water in the 
building i-i brought from the hills by tlie 
citizens water com pany, so as to give 
plenty of pressure all over the prem­ 
ises. 
The Ijoa Angeles Improvement 
Company has oflices on the second 
floor. 
In the main entrance there is a bul­ 
letin of the floors above; and there 
are m ail boxes for each room, an elec­ 
tric bell and speaking tube.

more complete was over devised in 
the way of a building.

well of its own in the cellar.

now, anyone who has read so much of 
the history and belongings of this 
beautiful structure should not fail to 
pay it a visit tomorrow, and see how 
m uch more exquisito and com plete it 
is than the- reporter s words can make 
it appear.

Your letter relative to my 
visit and observations on date culture 
í«i the so-called Colorado Desert, l>e- 
tw w n tlte San Gorgonio Pass and 
Yuma, duly received. 
I deferred 
writing immediately after my return, 
first, ¿from* knowing that you were 
away in the East engrossed in busi-

my 
authentic statem ent of the very peeu 
liar properties of soil existing in the 
valley about Indio and Walters ; the 
former situated twenty and the latter 
one hundred and ninety feet below the 
level of the sea on the line of the 
Southern Pacific railroad in San Diego 
county, 
T he peculiar conditions of extreme 
h ea t with a soil rich in all the ele- 
-qients of plant growth, and an atmos- 
idiere absolutely dry during the whole 
year, does not exist elsewhere on the 
\m ericau 
continent. 
The 
valley 
about Indio and W alters is an an­ 
omaly in the United States. 
Shut otf 
from tho direct breezes of the Pacific 
ocean by tho San Jacinto mountains 
on the west side of the valley, it basks 
in almost eternal sunshine. The cool 
ro ast air, heated and rarefied in pas­ 
sing orer the arid wastes of San Ber­ 
nardino and -San 
Diego 
counties, 
rushes down through the San Gor­ 
gonio Pass and strikes the San Bernar­ 
dino mountains to the north and eust. 
is deflected back to the west side of 
th e valley, where its force is dissipated 
and lost in the torrid heat of this 
mountain-girt valley. 
In the central 
i»ortion of this valley there is a little 
belt of country about twenty miles 
long and from three to eight miles 
wide,' peculiarly adapted to the culti­ 
vation of the date palm, and which, I 
believe, is practicully the only place 
■iáitho United States where the date 
(th at forms the chief food of millions 
df mankind in the Orient) can be 
raised with nuccess and profit. The 
date palm is best grown in a sandy 
soil, strongly impregnated with lime, 
and it oven rejoices in strong alkaline 
waters that rentiers the cultivation of 
fnany trees and plants impossible. 
It 
requires also a dry and continuous, in­ 
tenso heat from the period of bloom to 
tho period of ripening, to produce the 
best and most luscious dates. 
At some remote period in the past 
tho valley has l>een the bed of a fresh­ 
water lake, and the scattered growth 
of indigenous |*alm trees 
skirting 
mostly the base of the San Bernardino 
mountains to the north, is all the re­ 
m ains, in,all probability, of an almost 
tropical vegetation in some preceding 
age, when the Colorado tarried in this 
once favored valley on its way to the 
hca. 
As the waters have receded by 
evaporation or diversion the saline de- 
^posits have accumulated and the ex­ 
trem e southeastern part of the valley 
is now a vast bed of salt. The portion 
of the valley around and south of In­ 
dio is certainly tho earliest fruit sec­ 
tion in the Htate ; grapes ripen three 
weeks before those of the most favor­ 
ed localities in othor portions of Cali­ 
fornia. The country between Walters 
and Indio and to the southwest of 
these stations will produce grapes and 
some of th e deciduous fruits in as 
great perfection as can be grown on 
the Pacific coast. The orange and 
lemon can be grown with as good suc­ 
cess as in the southern part of the 
ritate, and of far more beautiful color 
and greater sweetness. 
They will 
ripen weeks in advance of San Ber­ 
nardino or Riverside, and will remain 
forever 
exempt 
from 
the 
mul­ 
titude of scale insects that infest the 
southern coast counties. 
The experiments at the station at 
Indio have demonstrated the success 
of numerous trees and plants, and not­ 
withstanding their method of irrigat­ 
ing during the heat of the day, or at 
any time convenient, have given most 
wonderful results. The cottonwood, 
locust, willow and black walnut grow 
wil.li most extraordinary vigor, and I 
believe the fig, almond and pomegran­ 
ate will flourish just as well. The soil 
in Uiíb central part of the valley is of 
wonderful fertility; mingled with the 
One, sandy loam there are slight de­ 
posits of fine clay that I have never 
seen before; thoroughly mixed with 
these deposits there are myriads of 
fresh-water shell, from the fresh-water 
clam down to other species of almost 
infinite minuteness. 
The soil must 
have been ages in accumulating and 
ages more must have passed before 
the country reaching away to tho 
south was impregnated with the alkali, 
dissolving so slowly from tho rocks of 
the surrounding mountains. 
At Walters the station is completely 
em towered with ini menso grape vines 
that ncem to luxuriate in the alkaline 
soil, while to the north and west for 
twenty-five miles, the denso growth 
of mosquite and numerous gigantic 
weeds would delight tho heart of an 
Arab or a dweller in tho Soudan. 
Tim surface water is found plentt- 
•fully at the depth of twenty-five foot 
to the north and west of Indio, and at 
twelve, ten, and even eight feet to the 
south of Walters. 
Alfalfa makes a 
remarkable growth wherever planted, 
aud will be the great farago plant of 
lids valloy, and its roots in a short 


time will extend down to the surface 
water, which is so near and abundant, 
and the native palms growing at the 
foot of the Ban Bernardino mountains 
all luxuriate in tho strong seepage of 
water impregnated with alkali; and 
there are thousands of acres where 
the date palm would flourish when 
water can be obtained for irrigation. 
If water cannot be obtained in abund­ 
ance from artesian wells it can be 
piped from the mountains. 
There is a rem nant of a friendly 
tribo of Indians who cultivate some 
little patches of com and grain near 
Torres and Martinez, to the northwest 
of W alters, and their ponies keep in 
tolerable condition on the scanty grass 
growing in low places at the base of 
the San Jacinto mountains. Tho In­ 
dians subsist there in a great degree, 
as they do on the Colorado river, on 
the bean of the mesquite tree. 
Rab­ 
bits and quail furnish them abund­ 
antly with game. 
These 
Indians 
would make, with some instruction, 
good laborers, and they are far in ad­ 
vance of the Yumas or the Colorado 
Indians as to intelligence and in­ 
dustry. 
The future of successful date-palm 
cultivation in this valley admits of no 
doubt, for every condition is, without 
question, of the most favorable char­ 
acter, and I believe that this oasis of 
the so-called desert of the Colorado 
will yet rival tho famous El Khasim 
of Arabia. 
People in California labor under a 
delusion in regard to the cultivation 
of the date. 
The cultivation will 
never prove a success by planting the 
seeds of the commercial date, as a 
good date is the result only of endless 
selection; a century produces perhaps 
onlv one great man, or a few fruits 
superior to all others. The dates of 
value now, like our choicest fruits, are 
the result of centuries of laborious ex­ 
periment and selection. The female, 
or pistillate variety, gives the value 
and character to the fruit, while the 
staminate in the date is cultivated only 
for the pollen to impregnate, and is 
wholly worthless for fruit. 
Trees 
from such usually result back toa wild 
vigorous 
condition, and the trees 
grown thus from seeds are often un­ 
productive and valueless. To culti­ 
vate the date palm with success the 
offsets, or suckers, of proved bearing 
varieties, must be used. 
A few hun­ 
dred plants of the best varieties would 
stock the valley in a few years. The 
DepartmeLt of Agriculture at Wash­ 
ington would, with proper representa­ 
tion of the case, probably make any 
desired importation. 
There is one feature of the valley 
that has a peculiar interest to me. 
It 
possesses pre-eminently all the re­ 
quisites as to climate, of a perfect 
winter sanitarium for asthm a, con­ 
sumption and all lung difficulties. For 
rheumatism it will prove unequaled. 
Rich in oxygon, the pure, dense at­ 
mosphere will be the elixir of life to 
thousands in the years to to come, and 
the sunny sky, uudimmed by clouds 
storms and absolutely dry and pure 
will do more for such patients than all 
the valued remedies of pharmacy or 
the medicinal springs of the world. It 
is situated on the most favored line of 
Eastern winter communication, ami 
with the luxurious modern cars will 
to easily accessible to the frailest and 
most delicate patient. 
The coast of California is too damp 
for individuals laboring under these 
infirmities, but in the valley may be 
found the land of promise, with its 
perpetual 
sunshine. 
The 
winter 
storms cover the peaks of the San Ja 
cinto with snow, and San Bernardino’s 
lofty summit looks down for months 
crowned with winter glory, on the 
oasis of the desert. The wild gales of 
winter drive the fleeing clouds just 
over the mountains, hut can com • no 
iarther, ami they melt away in the 
eternal brightness of its winter sun 
If to this rich climatic condition may 
be added the adornm ent and beauty 
that intelligence can make with capi­ 
tal und lator, this long-neglected val­ 
ley will be* ome the Mecca for the in­ 
valids of all North America. 
One year ago last w inter I made a 
careful’ examination of the temper­ 
ature and condition of the climate in 
the elevated Owens River Valley, and 
also this winter in Yuma and vicinity, 
and neither of these locations approxi­ 
mate the advantages the 
country 
around Indio for a winter sanitarium. 
A date-palm orchard would to a 
unique product for the United States, 
and if vineyards and olive orchards 
were plante* 1 this valley would rival 
in artractiveness the renowned valo of 
Cashmere.

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THE PACIFIC SLOPE. 
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His Beautiful Country. 
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C alifo rn ia’s Vast F ru it, W ine'and 


O th er In d u stries S upplying 
th e W orld. 


A Journal reporter learning that the 
leading journalist of the Pacific Coast, 
Mr. M. II. Dc Young, proprietor of 
the San Francisco Chronicle, was at 
the Pa-citio Hotel, railed and asked him 
what was the object of lus visit to Chi­ 
cago. and he rep lied : 
“ My principal object in coming here 
is to secure the aFFtstance of «orno of 
the able architects of Chicago in de­ 
signing a new building for the Chroni­ 
cle in San Francisco.” 
“ Then you appreciate the arch tent­ 
are of Chicago?” 
"Y es; I think the business build­ 
ings in Chicago arc the finest in the 
country, and while thinking so 1 was 
determined to make use of the ad­ 
vanced ideas of their architects and 
the improvements in their inode of 
construction of modern buildings.” 
“ Well, tell me something about 
California.” 
“ Well, I can tell you a great deal of 
California—the beuutios of our oil»* 
mato, the diver.-dty of our productions, 
the richness of our fields, the glori­ 
ousness of our scenery and the hospi­ 
tality of our people aro no now thing■»; 
but the cause of its sudden and tre­ 
mendous increase and pro parity is 
caused by the low rates for passengers 
and freights caused by the competi­ 
tion between the different new trans­ 
continental road-. 
Jn 1872, and for 
many years after it cost $140 to go to 
£an Francisco. 
Now you can get a 
round-trip ticket for $80 or $90. 
As 
the result of this choap fare, with the 
number of j»ooi»lc th at have already 
gone there ai:d the amount that have 
engaged pussajT^ pver the different 
roads, the estimated number of visi­ 
tors to the Pacific Coast Chin year will 
amount to 80,000 people. ' ^ M. 
Towne, the manager of the £ ttlu-7" 
Pacific railroad, said to me lha their 
road alone would carry this winter 
over 
60.000 
visitors 
to 
Califor­ 
nia. 
Before 
proceeding 
further, 
however, 
about 
the 
wonderful 
productions of California, I tlesiro to 
correct a popular error that the beau­ 
ties of the climate are confined to any 
one portiflffi of the State. The climate 
of the groat interior valleys is the 
eamc all over the State, and the Cit­ 
rus Belt* lies uuder tlic shoulder of 
Mount Shasta on the north just as 
sorely as it docs in the shadow of 
Mount 8t. Bernardino in the southern 
part of our Sinte. 
Many people are 
under the impression that it is only 
tho southern part of California that 
our 
great mine of 
wealth, in tho 
shape 
.of 
products of onr soil, 
is produced, but tho bulk 
of our 
shipm ents < f fruits, both canned and 
fresh, came from the center and 
northern counties of our State. 
Dur- 
iug the last year, or th at part of this 
year that has passed so fur, you 
would be surprised to know that we 
have been shipping green or fresh 
vegetables all over the Western coun­ 
try . We have stripped up to the 1st 
of September this year nearly 11.000,­ 
000 pounds of ureen vegetables, and 
when I say “ green vegetables” I 
mean cauliflower, cabbages, green 
peas in the pod and string beans. 
This statem ent does 
not 
include 
onions, for we have shipped nearly 
900,000 pounds of onions in addition to 
this.” 
“ W hat about your wine? A great 
deal is used in Chicago.” 
"T he product of California wines in 
1886 was reckoned at ls.oooooo gal­ 
lons. 
The statistics, however, on this 
subject are exceedingly unreliable, 
owing to the teu teney of growers to 
undervalue their crujís with tho view 
of raising tho prices. This will prob­ 
ably aeconnt for the fact that the crop 
of Í880 is only estimated at 18,000 000 
gallons, hut the increase of acreage 
during the year of 1887 has been enor­ 
mous. 
While a great quantity of 
our 
grapes 
is 
used 
to 
make 
raisins, 
perhaps 75.000

be­ 
ing 
do voted 
to

mul 
also about 50,000 tons consumed in 
preserving, making jellies and for ta- 
blo consumption, tliese figures do not 
begin to account for the product of 
tho greitly-increasing acreage, and 
give rise to the opinion that tho crop 
of this jrear is not lers than 25,000,­ 
000 gallons oi wine. 
There has boon 
a notable improvement in the quality 
of the vine, due to the (dost? attention 
that is pi id to the selection of suit­ 
able gropes ahd in the making and 
handing. 
At our industrial fair held 
at the Mechanics’ pavilion, in San 
Franciico, during the last month one 
exhibitor showed 
265 varieties of 
grapes 
most of which were im ­ 
ported 
by 
himself 
and 
all 
of 
which had been experimented with 
on his600-acre place in Glen Filen, 
Sonoua county. 
Tho old mission 
grape has been almost entirety dis­ 
carded, except in Southern California 
wheri it is still employod largely in 
inakhg brandy. The best wines, are 
by al odds, made in Central Califor­ 
n ia ,0.nd some of them equal in ex­ 
cel Unco the choicest foreign wines. 
Wcwill produce 1,700,000 gallons of 
braidy this year.” 
‘W hat about your fruits, both can­ 
not: and fresh ?” 
‘Tho development of the fruit in­ 
dustry is surprising even to the Cali­ 
fornians. 
The figures of production 
and shipm ent increase so rapidly that 
no one can keep track of them. 
The 
lait year’s product of our canneries 
ww 700,000 cases, or 3,500.000 pounds. 
Tlis year it is estimated it will U* 
1 £00,000 casos, or about 54,000,000 
pmnds. 
Enormous a* this seems, the 
atoount would have to double il the 
libor had not been scarce and the 
<ipacity 
ol 
the 
canneries 
too 
snail. 
All 
of 
the 
canneries 
tere working on orders, and al- 
nough thcuoutput was extraordinary 
lie .stocks are small, as the stuff is go­ 
ng East as fast as it eau he sent, 
barge shipments are ulso being made 
to Australia, which country also takes 
f 
rom ua largo quantities of apples dur- 
ng the season, us many as 10,000 
bushels going forward by each steumer. 
By the way, just before I left San 
Francisco two English ships, tho first, 
one, tho Arinin, was loudod exclu­ 


sively and wholly with California 
canned 
fruits, 
having 
on 
board 
.‘14,000 
casos, 
and 
it 
left 
on 
Heptember 6th direct for London. 
‘ That boat was followed by the Lang- 
dale,» 2000 ton ship,which was loaded 
with 68.000 cases of the sume goods, 
and it left on September 11th direct 
for Liverpool, and when I left San 
Francisco another English ship was 
in the docks loaded with our canned 
fruits. 
We feel .very proud of the poi>- 
ularity a«d the world-wide demand of 
our American canned fruits put up in 
California.” 
“ W hat about your fruit drying, is 
not that a very large industry in C ali­ 
fornia?” 
“ The development of the fruit dry­ 
ing industry is remarkable. The pro­ 
duct of raisins has become so groat us 
to make it certain that Spanish raisins 
will be completely driven from the 
American market in spite of the preju­ 
dice in favor of foreign articles. Deal­ 
ers are now coming to acknowledge 
that California raisins itossess great ad­ 
vantage over the Spanish. 
Your Chi­ 
cago Ortx-fr and the American Grocer 
of New York, both have published 
statem ents in favor of tho California 
raisins. 
They 
stated 
that 
they 
were loss disposed to sweat, and 
freer 
from 
candying 
than 
any 
other raisin in the market. The num­ 
ber of drving machines has 
in­ 
creased tenfold during the year 1887 
over th a t of 1886, and I* predict that 
the num ber in operation next year w ill 
tai more than double that of the pres­ 
ent year. With w hathasbeeii shipped, 
and a carofui estimate of wliut will be 
i-hipp ■(! the balance of the year then? 
wilib i 5,400 car-loads, or 108,000,000

‘•W hat other 
astonishing things 
have you got to tell mo about the pro­ 
ducts of California?” 
“ Well. I will surprise you by telling 
you th a t Up t<2 the 1st of September of 
this year, wo have shipped over 100,­ 
000,000 pounds of beans to your city 
and to Boston, and 5,000,000 pounds 
of potatoes, and tho estimated ship­ 
ment of vegetables, beans and j>ota- 
toes for this year will amount to -10,­ 
000.000 pour.ds.” 
"Tell me something 
about San 
Francisco.” 
“ Well, San Francisco never was as 
prosperous as it is to-duy. It i anksas 
the third city in tho United States as 
a port of entry, our imports and ex­ 
pects by sea aggregating a value of 
over eighty millions of dollars. 
Our 
foreign tonnage clearances wore 20.088 
tons in 1886, and our coastwise ton* 
mi go was 823,155 tons; 704 vessels 
cleared for foreign ports during tho 
year, and our trade, with th e Pacific 
coast ports is growing largely. It ag­ 
gregated in 
exports 
and 
imports 
last year over 4-41,000,000. 
All of 
the 
coffee 
of 
a 
large 
part 
of 
Central America, sugar aud rice in 
great quantities, find their way in­ 
to the United States through our port. 
Ship-buHding is becoming an im por­ 
tant industry. Thero are two large 
war ships being built at one yard, and 
we have throe very large yards at 
work on steamers, sailing vessels, etc. 
It is hardly probable that we shall 
draw o . t ie E ist f jr any more tonnage, 
as our facilities are better there for 
building than elsewhere. 
It is true 
we pay high prices for labor, but that 
is offset bv the great efficiency of the 
workmen, who, owing to no extremes 
of hot or col I, can do twice us much 
work as at the Fast. Tho assessed 
value 
of Ban 
Francisco 
property 
has increased daring the year 1887 
$21,900.000, and in tho State the in­ 
crease was $130,000,000. 
We have five 
overland roads now connecting our 
coast with the East, and local roads 
are being built In every section of our 
State, 
it may be roundly claimed 
that California, owing to its wonderful 
tombination oi soil and climate, will 
produce anything from a pineapple to 
a winter gilly-flower, from a persim­ 
mon to :i pomegranate, or from a big 
tree 400 feet high to a cape jessamine. 
It would take too much of your space 
to speak of all of all of our agricultural 
and horticultural products,and I shall 
not attem pt to do it.” 
“ What effect has Hie Interstate act 
had upon the Pacific coast, and what 
is the feeling of the people in refer­ 
ence to that bill?” 
“ Tho people were and are still 
strongly in favor of the Interstate bill. 
Of course the railroads attem pted to 
make it as odious as possible by heavy 
increase in freight and 
passenger 
charges, hut the faws of trade soon 
regulated that, for the prices they 
put upon our products were sim­ 
ply prohibitory, and there was no 
shipping of aiiy kind until the rail­ 
roads come back to a fair price, and 
as u natural result of their attem pt to 
increase freights we received the ben­ 
efit we expected* to, the fostering of 
homo munufacturies. 
One of th e re­ 
sults of tho bill has been to force our 
merchants 
into 
patronizing home 
manufacturers, ana our nail works, 
type foundries, paper mills, woolen 
mills, glass works and other manufac­ 
tories have lxjen running on full time 
with large contracts ahead.” 
‘Do you intend to stay long in Chi­ 
cago?” ’ 
“ My other business in coming here 
was to attend the annual meeting of 
the Associated Press, which takes 
place in Detroit, on the 20th of this 
month. After attending that meeting 
I shall return again to Chicago to 
complete my arrangements for tho 
new" Chronicle 
building. — [Chicago 
Journal.

They said 
further, th at if tho company would 
hold out reasonable 
inducements, 
they will establish a factory hero. They 
need thiitv acres for the plant and 
want a large laxly of clay. 
The coin- 
panv will make them a proposition 
which will doubtless be liberal enough 
to cn-uirc then acceptance. 
About 
$100 000 will have to be expended on 
th e plant before any business can be 
done. 
Manufacterors are gradually becom­ 
ing interested in this place and our 
prediction that South Riverside will, 
in tho near fut re, be recognized as 
tlie manufacturing center of the Pa­ 
cific Coast is in a fair wav to bo real­ 
ized.—[South Riverside lie©. 


Although a 
masterly 
inactivity 
seems to pervade the 
Republican 
forces, and but little if any evidence 
is visible on the surface revealing the 
inner workings of Republican man­ 
agers, yet, nevertheless, a legion of 
schemes are now being matured and 
projected having for their ulterior pul­ 
póse the selection of candidates for 
tho Presidential aud Vice-Presidential 
offices, possessing either positive o"r 
negative elements of availability in 
excess of those whose names now stand 
prominently before the country in that 
connection. These movements are al­ 
leged to bo impelled by i>ertiiieut re­ 
cognition of the fact that the quarrels 
between the Republican houses of 
Montague and Capulet. as 
repre­ 
sented by the Blaine and anti-Blaine 
element», have not l>een, nor can they 
l?e, reconciled, and, therefore, after 
four years of |>oliticul eviction, it be­ 
comes absolutely necessary, in tho in­ 
terest of success, that the Republican 
party should bfi made to stand upon 
iU Base rather than on its upex. 


NEITHER BLAINE NOR SHERMAN CAN WIN. 
It is stated upon excellent authority 
that quite u num ber of Republicans 
hitherto supporting Air. Blaine, as 
well a? , n equal array of those advo­ 
cating Mr. Sherm an’s nomination, 
have latterly been brought to recog­ 
nize that the election of either of those 
gentlemen, pitted against President 
Cleveland, is next to impossible, and 
that the efforts to do so will strain the 
Republican party to such an extent as 
to practically ham string, if not give it 
its death-blow, llence, when the elec­ 
tion of 1892 shall come to pass the 
parly will be so riven with increased 
dissensions, personal-jealousies, crim­ 
inations and recriminations, that it 
will lie reduced to the proportions of 
a torso, to be kicked and buffeted 
about at the caprice or will of its 
Democratic adversaries. 
On the contrary, it is argued that 
should a candidate for the Presidency 
be nominated other than either of 
these gentlemen, one not dictated by 
them and ia no wise complicated by 
their favor or quarrels, his possible 
defeat at the election of 1888 will ex­ 
ercise tlie beneficial effect of forcing a 
treaty of am ity between the contend­ 
ing factions of the Republican party 
and put a quietus upon the personal 
politics so long imperiling and playing 
havoc with its success. This, it is 
claimed, will give tho party anew and 
healthy birth, enabling it to free itself 
from the dead 
wool and fungus 
growth of the past ten or fifteen years, 
us well as to effectually check the 
stampede to Democratic ranks which 
must inevitably follow the wreck of 
tho Republican party, even as the rats 
desert the sinking ship. 
Thu Republican^ selectmen at the 
National Convention evidently uppre- 
hond great danger froui the prospect 
of wholesale desertion to the Democ­ 
racy in the event of President Cleve­ 
land’s re-election in 1888, especially 
should the race of 1884 be run over 
again, with Air. Blaine as the Repub­ 
lican nominee. 
T hu view is undoubt­ 
edly emphasized by the reflection that 
a multitude of Democrats at tho North 
and West were driven, into affiliation 
with the Republican party as a conse­ 
quence of the revolution against the 
Government by the fckiuth. Copper- 
lieadism at the North and various 
shortcomings in the past demenuor of

THE SOVEREIGN; 


Nome U iM o rlcn l Fuel* A b o u t th e 
EDRlinh Hold C o in a g e . 
The British sovereign, or pound 
sterling, i» a legal tender to an unlim­ 
ited amount, and contains 113 grains 
of fine gold alloyed with two grains of 
copper to every twenty-two grains 
fine. Under the Act of 1816, when our 
silver standard was abolished, the 
gold pound was made to constitute the 
sole unit and standard of value of our 
monetary 
system. 
Coins of gold 
first 
came 
into 
us© 
in 
the 
reign 
of 
Edward 
111, his “ no­ 
ble” 
being 
valued 
at 
6s. 
8d., 
but gradually increased 
in value 
until it beouine 10s. _ Edward V I re­ 
placed the former coin by an “ angel,” 
which continued till the Common­ 
wealth. 
The “ mark” was a “ double 
angel,” valued at 13s. 4d. Tho name 
sovereign was 
first 
given to the 
“ double roval” stamped with tlie 
figure of Henry VII, and was made 
current for 20s.; Henry V II1 called it 
a “ unit” and stamped it with the 
Roman numerals XX. 
Charles I 
called 
it 
a 
guinea, because the 
gold emanated from 
tho Guinea 
coast. 
Guineas were first coined in 
1663; later this coin fluctuated in val­ 
ue from 20s. to 21s., until George I 
declared it a representative of 21s. 
After this we had a double standard, 
until in 1816 the sovereign in its pres­ 
ent form was again made identical 
with the pound sterling, and the sil­ 
ver coins became mere tokens, deriv­ 
ing their value from the pound, as at 
present. Tho half sovereign was Hie

TEA AND COFFEE. 


The Cheering Leaf anil 
Fragrant Berry. 


INDIA 
A- BIVAL 
TO 
CHINA. 


The F irs t Coffee House in London 
and Old Pepy’s F ir s t Cup 
o f Tea. 


There is always something interest­ 
ing in facts mid figures about tea, that 
useful sister of the proud and orna­ 
mental camelia-plant, th a t luxury of 
tho richest and solace of the poo nest. 
The Commissioners of Customs have 
just given tiB a batch of them , show­ 
ing that in the long rivalry between 
tea and coffee tho former is winning 
the race of j>opularity, and becoming 
year by year more widely consumed 
and more financially im portant to the 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer and to 
commerce. 
For some reason not easy 
to determine the fragrant “ berry of 
Mocha” is gradually but evidently de­ 
clining in tavor. The gross amount 
collected on coffee for the last ten 
years has been mainly moving in 
a downward direction. 
Tho bulk 
consumption 
for 
the 
year 
end­ 
ing December 31, 1875, was 32,­ 
286,016 pounds, showing a demand 
per head of 
the 
population 
of 
.961 pounds. Tho gross consumption 
for the year down to December 31st 
last, was 31,608,304 pounds, showin; 
a sulo per head of the i>opulatiou of 
.801 pouuds, a decreaso jier head of 
.100 pounds, or at the rate of 10.4 per 
cent. 
While the receipts from coffee, how­ 
ever. prove a substantial diminution, 
those from chicory fairly keep pace 
with the increase of population, a sin­ 
ister piece of statistics which goes to 
demonstrate that adulteration may have 
much to dp with the apparent decline 
of coffee. 
Wliy, indeed, should the 
wholesome and aromatic 
infusion, 
which properly made, is eorestorative 
and digestive, -become less in vogue if 
it bo not either th at tho mass of the 
people fail to get good coffee, or are 
not supplied with it browed in the 
proper manner? Probably both causes 
arc at work against the oerry which 
tho 
Prophet 
would 
wisely 
have 
blessed 
and recommended in the 
Korun if he had lived to taste it. 
Goffee receives very scant justice from 
Western cooks. 
In th e east they 
would be scandalized to think of per- 


souh so ignorant as not only to waste 
but actually to grind it weeks and 
months Indore using. The delicious 
flavor of the finjan in Turkey, or 
Egypt, or Syria is due to the simple 
hurt that the uroinatic oilnof the kernel 
are brought out by heat at the moment 
of consumption, and that the cafejl 
scorns to mingle tho vulgar imitation 
of chicory, or tlie viler produce of 
burnt beuns, with the cun which the 
Arab fondly calls “ The Bride of the 
Pipe.” 
The chief virtue of coffee—the way 
in which it preserves indefinitely tlie 
subtle odors and flavors gathored in I 
the tropical sunslline, but once pul- j 
irizca quickly parts with them —is 
against its use. The publie m ust have 
something extremely convenient in 
respect o f its meats, drinks, lighting 
aim everything else. Eggs are so uni­ 
versally employed because they are 
tho very epigrams of food, condeusiug 
nourishment in the most portable and 
available form. 
Gas. \yhich ought to 
have been abolished loin; ago in favor 
of tho electric lamp, honls iis own be­ 
cause of its fatally obvious handi­ 
ness as an illuminunt. 
Ho tea out­ 
does coffee in popularity, becauae it 
yields its best resulta with so little 
trouble or precaution; for, if the leaf 
is good at first, it is ouly necessary to 
keep it well closed from tho air to 
have as good a bowl as the Empresses 
of China could desire. The pale green 
lierry, however, ought to be roasted 
and broken and ground every time u 
real cup of coffee is required, which 
rule is seldom or ever observed. The 
consequence is the administration of 
jHior decoctions which uiight mako 
Mr. Nathaniel Canopus, the Cretan, 
who first brewed the true beverage at 
Balliol College, Oxford, rise from his 
grave to protost. 
Strange, indeed, it is to reflect that 
tlie West has only known coffee since 
1640 A.D., and the earliest coffee-house 
in London was opened by Edwards, 
the Turkey merchant, at Georgeyard, 
Lombard street, in 1652 A. D. Now 
far and wide, in climates fit for it, 
grows the beautiful eoffoe bush, with 
its creamy flowers and scarlet “ cher­ 
ries,” and glossy dark green loaves; 
since even hero a pound per head of 
the population implies a considerable 
cultivation, and, abroad, wherever the 
uurghileh, the hookah, tho cigar, cig­ 
arette, or pipe “ weave their light blue 
tangles in the sun,” there coffee is tlie 
indispensable com panion of the weed. 
Tea, 
meanwhile, notwithstanding 
occasional protests from doctors and 
deans 
against its 
alleged 
r.ervo- 
exciting qualities, grows steadily in 
uno among us. The Commissioners 
of Customs informs us that taking the 
same years for comparison, in 1875 
the bulk consumption amounted to 
151,274,825pounds, equal to adeinand 
of 4.52 pound per head of the popula­ 
tion ; while in 1886 the bulk consump­ 
tion amounted to 178,009,881 pounds, 
equal to a sale of 4.87 pounds per 
kead of the population, an increase of 
0.35 pound, or at the rate of 7.7 per 
cent. 
Hero, again, is a most marvel­ 
ous development of an experiment in 
commerce, for in 1669 the East India 
Company quite timidly instructed its 
agent ut Calcutta “ to buy for 40 
shillings the best tay you can gett,” 
and old Pepys records how he drank 
his first cup of it with all the com­ 
placent self-glorification which that 
primeval gourmet m ust have exhib­ 
ited who swallowed the first oyster. 
Tea is tremendously historical; it 
separated 
th e United States trom 
England, but. although everybody 
knows how the tea tax led to the 
American Rebellion, few are aware 
that the tax was voted by the merest 
accident in th e House of Commons. 
Tea will,become more historical still 
for it seems destined to reverse the 
places of India and China, and, with 
the wheat and jute.trade, to |xmr new 
rivers of wealth into the Queen’s 
F.astern dominions. 
Hindustan is 
rapidly gaining upon China as our 
soiirce of supply. I n 1876 China and 
Hong Kong supplied eighty-four per 
cent, of our total im portations of tea 
and India and Ceylon fifteen per cent.

say

¡oners, to the udvantagoW the rev­ 
enue, as tho teas from xpdia being 
stronger than those from China, a 
smaller quantity of them goes as far 
for the suine purpose as a largor quan 
tity of teas from the latter country. 
But who cares a pinch of Bohea for 
Treasury officials when such things 
are at stake hh the welfare of India, 
and the brew ing of a really good after­ 
noon cup? Indian teas are almost al 
ways prepared with scrupulous hon 
esty of manufacture, which is inore 
than can be said of those sent from 
tho Celestial Kingdom,although, with 
the low duty at present existing, there 
is not so much adulteration in this ar­ 
ticle as once prevailed when “ lie- 
teas” used to come over which scarce­ 
ly contained a singlo leaf of tho genu­ 
ine “ thea viridis.’’ 
Rubbish is, of course, imported oven 
now, which is made to serve its pur­ 
pose by craft v blending with better 
sam ples; but the people at large are 
good judges of the commodity, and 
the seller of sloe-leaves and willow 
leaves colored with gypsum and indigo 
does not find his knavish business 
prosper. 
All dealers admiI that, ex­ 
cepting the ven' üuest qualities—such 
as tho Young Hyson, styled “ Man 
darin tea,” made of the tender bud, 
and seldom seen in this country—the 
Chinese leaf profits by adm ixture 
with the Indian. 
The gardens of 
India and Ceylon now send to Great 
Britain, as wc see, 35 pounds 
out of 
every 100 pounds employed among us, 
having increased their supply more 
than two-fold in ten years. 
And 
when we consider what 180,000,000 
pounds signify in the Vireadth of laud 
occupied by the tea plants, tlie num­ 
ber of hands employed iu picking, 
drying, rolling, sorting, packing and 
exporting the immense harvest; that 
‘•10 shillings’ worth of the boat tay,’ 
hazarded as a speculative consignment 
by the old company, wears an aspect 
more wonderful than tho scriptural 
“ grain of mustard seed.” 
Philologists, too, might find much 
to discourse upon iu the way in which 
the “cup that cheers" lias had its 
name changed. 
In China, its origi­ 
nal 
home, 
it 
is 
“ tcha;” 
in 
India, 
its 
adopted 
home, it is 
also 
“ chivy,” 
and 
such 
was 
ita original pronunciation with Eng­ 
lishmen, as is pluin from tlie couplet, 
“ Here thou, great Anna, whom three 
realms obey, Dost sometimes counsel 
take, and sometimes tea.” Perhaps 
it was the French “ th e,” or the Span­ 
ish “ te,” which altered tho original 
appellation. 
An Indian tea-garden is at the 
proper soason a very beautiful sight, 
especially when cultivation has been 
clean and-careful. Théy aro spread­ 
ing, and they will greatly spread ; but, 
if tea and coffee should never lie 
wholly dethroned from their dietetic 
pride of place, it is quite possible 
that new leverages may be invented 
to rival them. Mate, which the Pe­ 
ruvian sucks tiot through a silver pipe; 
guaraña, much richer than the Mocha 
berry or the Chinese leaf in theine; 
the kola nut and the coca plant are 
all possible competitors. 
The negro 
of tlie Soudan, Mauritius, Wont In ­ 
dies and Brazil would not give up the 
kola nut for the best of tea or coffee. 
Then there are millions of people who 
drink infusions of the leaves of saxi­ 
frage, of ledum, of pimento, and par­ 
tridge berry, and hundreds of unsus­ 
pected plants contain the ingredients 
which the human race seeks for in 
such beverages. 
The chief of those 
are tho alkaloid, which is present by 
a proportion of about 3 f>er cent in or­ 
dinary tea, and tho aromatic oil which 
gives to th at and to coffee their special 
flavor. 
Tho Chines© will not drink new tea 
because it contains too much of the 
latter ingredient, and is sometimes ac­ 
tually intoxicating. 
Tho“ thoinc” di­ 
minishes tlie waste of tho body, ena­ 
bling it to get along with less nourish­ 
ment, so that it saves food and is in­ 
stinctively valued for this by the poor. 
TheTartars obtain still more sustenance 
from their brick tea by powderiug it 
and boiling w ith salt and mutton fat, 
whereby tho casecino or gluten of the 
plant becomes extracted. Then they 
an live for weeks on the tea leaves, 
which the British housewife throws 
away. On the other hand it is dis­ 
tinctly bad to let tea stand too long; 
that brings out tannin, and too much 
tannin will turn m eat taken at the 
same time into a sort of leather within 
tho stomach. There can be little need, 
however, to instruct the matron of 
those islaudsin the art of tea-making. 
From the silver gilt equipage of the 
Duchess to tho brown front pot in 
w hieh the washerwoman solemnly pre­ 
pares her evening dish of tea, the art 
of making it is essentially feminine, 
aud has been profoundly studied. One 
hundred and eighty million pounds’ 
per annum all passed through teapots 
—what a river to spring from Pepys’ 
first tentative spoonful and the mod­ 
est investment of t.Lie old East India 
Qompany.—[London Telegraph.

The old padre, with 
the kindness and courtesy character­ 
istic of the simple missiouurv fathers, 
at onco acceded and accompanied th e 
writer, relating aw we walked among 
the graves the brief history of Botne 
who lay quietly beneath. 
“ H ere,” 
lie observed, with a quiet smile as he 
pointed to a grave in the middle of the 
cemetery, “ here is a grave which the 
simple old .Mexican families around 
here look upon with unusual interest, 
if not with actual awe.” 
“ A m urder?” 
“ No, no! Something m uch stranger. 
I have tried to combat the idea, and 
while I would be addressing the 
people they would say, “ /Si, Si, Cadre” 
They would assent to all I said, but 
the belief remained and does remain 
indelible. 
“ A spirit,” he Ixgan, “ i» said to 
have ap|>oar©<l to everyone buried in 
that grave, aud to warn the family 
whenever any of them is about to 
pass away. 
“ Its appearance, which is generally 
made in the following m anner, is be­ 
lieved to bo uniformly fatal, being an 
omen of death to those who aie so 
unhappy, as to meet w ith it. 
‘When a funeral takes place the 
spirit is said to watch the person who 
remains last in the graveyard, over 
whom it possesses a fascinating In­ 
fluence. 
“ If the pierson be a young man, the 
spirit takes tho shape of a fascinating 
female, inspires him with a charm ed 
passion, and exacts a promise that he 
will meet her at tho graveyurd a 
month from that day. This premise 
is scaled with a kiss th at communi­ 
cates a deadly taint <o him who 
complies. 
“ The spirit then disappears. 
No 
sooner does the pcr*on iroin whom it 
received the promise and the kiss pass 
the boundury of the churchyard than 
he remembers the history of tho spou­ 
ter. 
He sinks into despair and insan­ 
ity and dies. If, on the contrary, the 
specter appears to a female it afu m es 
tho form of u young man of exceed­ 
ing elegance and beauty. 
Tlie padre showed uic the grave of 
a young person about 18 years of age, 
w ho was said four months before to 
have fallen a victim to it. 
“ Ton • 
months ago,” tho father said, “ a man 
gave the promisa and the fatal kiss, 
and consequently looked upon him­ 
self as lost. 
He took a fever and 
lied, and was buried on the day ap­ 
pointed for the meeting, which wan 
exactly a m onth after the fatal inter­ 
view. 
Incredible as it m ay appear, the 
friends of these two persona solemnly 
declared to me that tho particular» of 
the interview were repeatedly detailed 
by the two persons without the slight­ 
est variation. 
‘There aro several cases of tlie 
same kind mentioned, but the two 
cases alluded to aro the only ones that 
eamc within iny personal knowledge. 
“ It appears, however, that the spec­ 
tre does not confine its oi«erations to 
the graveyard only. There have lieen 
instances mentioned of its upiiearance 
at weddings and social parties, where 
it has never failed to secure its victims 
by dancing them into pleuritic fe­ 
vers.” 
On being questioned as to what lio 
might think of such possible occur- 
rencca, the good father simply smiled 
and shook his head.—[Exchange.

Xfio night oí my arrival at Fon 
R etío watt bright and clear. The gar­ 
rison was «trong; tho Indiana were 
held well in^heck. 1 was not troubled 
with fearn for personal safety# A noise 
<»f voices and druuiH floated through 
the still night air from the tepees sev­ 
eral miles away. Mr. Curtis, one of 
the fort scouts, saddled a couple of 
Ifbrsee, and after supper we galloped 
across the level prairie in the moon­ 
light to attend an Arapahoe dance. 
On reaching the village we singled 
out the topee whence issued the noise 
of drums and voices, and crawl ng 
through tho door—a hole in the can­ 
vas about three feet high—found our- 
*ei vos among thirty or forty painted 
bucks and squaws. The squaws were 
huddled on the ground in one corner 
of the tepee; in the opposite corner 
couched the painted braves. 
An old 
dr.un was on tho ground in the center 
of the tepee: around it squatted six 
•non lustily beating the drum, and at 
the same time bawling at the top of 
thoir powerful lungs. 
No notice was 
taken of our entrance. 
We quietly 
gdaced ourselves in the bravos’corner. 
l*resently a squaw arose, ami with a 
kind of reeling motion advanced to­ 
ward us. .She glanced a moment at a 
row of bucks, then tapped one on the 
head; he arose and stood in silence. 
Tho' squaw scanned again the faces 
before her. She seemed about to tap 
•me on tiie head, but hesitated, and 
finally bestowed her favor upon Mr. 
Curtis 
He arose to his feet; the 
squaw placed herself between her 
two partners, her face looking iu the 
opposite direction from which they 
looked, then, putting her arm around 
tlie two men’s necks, all three began 
springing up and down, howling in 
concur I with tho howls of the men 
beating the dram. 
Other squaws came forward, select­ 
ed partners and joined in the strange 
dance 
I congratulated myself 011 
bring a wall-flowor; but rav seli-grat- 
wltttiorui were premature, for when the 
row of braves was prottv well thinned 
out a kind-hearted maid took pity pn 
my loneliness and tapped me on the 
head. Her other partner was a vil­ 
lainous - looking Indian who could 
doubtless have run all the day with­ 
out tiring. Certainly the springy 1110- 
don, which was excessively fatiguing 
to me, di<l not seem to please him. 
MoUa Volftrack (that was the name 
of uiy squaw partner) was unsparing 
<n the looks'01 contempt she bestowed 
011 the tenderfoot paleface from the 
East. Perhaps a blunder made in the 
very outset helped to forfeit her good 
opiuiou of me. From sheer force of 
habit, when I arose to dance, I put 
my nrin under her shawl, around her 
waist, there was naught there but the 
bare and yielding flesh. 
Moka re­ 
moved the arm with a jerk and an 
indignant glance that is hard to for­ 
get. 8!ie looked for the moment as if 
«die would have liked tu perforate my 
body with splinters, and then set them 
on tire and watch nio slowly sizzle. 
At the conclusion of the dance, after 
springing up and down until com­ 
pletely exhausted, my partner did a 
singu.ur thing; she turned and gave 
me a kiss square on the mouth!

It bus its own clubroom, 
with a grandly hospitable central ta­ 
ble around which the monitors sit. 
Encasc-l in a glass box and hung upon 
Che wall is a huge silver tankard, to 
be filled by every member caught 
talking politics or presented with a 
girl baby by his wife. 
To be the 
father of

boy costs a mem­ 
ber the 
price 
of 
a 
keg 
of 
beer for the club. 
The mem­ 
bers 
are 
a mixed company 
of 
capitalists and wage-workers, who 
moot once a week and on all extraor­ 
dinary occasions of their own devis­ 
ing. They tell 
stories, bring the 
women aiul dance, sing and drink 
beer. 
Another 
notable 
east-side 
organization is the Pfalzer Harmonio 
Club, formed of men and women from 
the Rhenish vineyard country. It 
will be ’sausage time” in three weeks 
from now, and “sausage time” is 
their time for a grand festival trans­ 
planted from the old country. The 
now pigs of the year are then fit for 
translation into sausage meat, and, at 
the same time, the grapes 
have 
all been gathered for the wine press­ 
es—two important reasons for re­ 
joicing, they think. A grand ball is 
given. They come to it from far and 
near. 
Some are retired men of 
wealth, some arc mechanics, some are 
labour*, some are shop-keepers, some 
are great merchants, but they arc all 
equal on this festal night. YVhile the 
fiddlers are tuniug up all repair to a 
shooting gallery garlauded with paper 
roses, and those women and tho.-e 
men who desire to do so shoot to see 
yirhich shall bo crowned, the best 
«11 ark sworn an as quecu and the best 
marksman as king—each to reign the 
ensuing twelve months. I have sev­ 
eral times attended this affair and 
have seen the lowliest workman’s 
wifo crowned quecu and deferred to as 
a sovereign by women in diamonds 
and silk. 
' 
Some Westphalian immigrants of 
.goodly number make a queer excuse 
for a night of jollity. Westphalia pro­ 
duces the best hams In Europe, solid, 
big, and peculiarly cured. Whenever 
A member of the band goes to Europe 
he buys und brings home from there 
one of these hams and all his com­ 
p it riots and their wives assemble in a 
grc-it hall in the Bowery to cat it and 
to dance and drink and have a jolly 
time till daybreak. It would almost 
pay Westphalia to keep up her trade 
in ham > just for this custom, so fre­ 
quently do those Germans 
gather 
or mud one in the dab-room.—[Provi­

been agitated in Europe. It has been 
asserted that there has been .a gradual 
docrc tee of blondes 
in Germany. 
Almost 11,000,000 school 
children 
were examined in Germany, Austria 
and Belgium. and the result showed 
that fe .vitaerland has only 11.10, Aus­ 
tria 18.79, and Germany Pd.80 per 
eeut. of pure blondes. 
Thus the 


country’, which, since the day.. 
ancient Rome, lias been proverbially 
known as the home of yellow hair, 
has to-day only 32 pure blondes in 
100.while the average of pure brunettes 
is 14 per cent.. and in some regions 
rises as high as 25 per cent. The 55 
per cent, of the mixed type are said to 
be undergoing a transformation into 
pure brunettes. l>r. Beddoe, in Eng­ 
land, has collected a number of 
statistics which seem tojxiint in the 
same direction. Amonp#726 women 
examined, he found SOU brunettes 
aud 357 blondes. Of the brunettes, 
he found that 78 percent, were mar­ 
ried. 
Thus it would seem that a 
Frunette has ten chances of getting 
narried in England h> a blondes 
nine. 
In Franco a similar view lias 
been put forth by Adolphe do Can­ 
dolle. M. de Candolle found that 
when both parents have eyes of the 
same color, 88 per cent, inherit this 
color. But it is a curious fact that 
more females than males have black 
or brown eves to the proportion 01 
45 to 48. It seems that with different 
colored oyes in the two parents 58 per 
cent, followed the father in being 
dark-eyed and 55 per cent, follow the 
mother in being dark-eyed. An in­ 
crease of 5 per cent, of «lark eves in 
jacli generation must tell in the 
course of time.—[New York Graphic.

Jefferson City, in Missouri, seems to 
carry out the sentiments of its name­ 
sake, for although it lias a capítol und 
a Governor's house, the penitentiary 
is its greatest support, and I never was 
in any other town where the domestic- 
servants wore stripes. Going out to 
dine with this or that gentleman some 
years ago, one was amused and even 
ashamed, to see at his elbow the 
household servants who served the 
meat wearing stripes, and even the 
•?ook wore stripes. Yet Jefferson Ci y 
is a kindly, hospitable place. 
Quite unlike that day the present 
ettlers of the far west hastened to 
find town sites and to apprehend the 
i-ourse of the railroads.

watching, like Romulus and Kemus, 
the flight of the birds, they watch the 
flight of these iron horses as they cross 
the plains, and speculate where they 
will stop and where cross each other 
upon the land. 
After all it is a species of augury, 
und therefore, history has repeated 
itself between Koine andNobraska. 
Nebraska, which only thirty years 
ago was claimed bv Missouri as the 
spoil of the Philistines or of tho Abol­ 
itionists, now carries the name of Lin­ 
coln in her ear—the greatest of all 
Abolitionists, because he was a consti­ 
tutional Abolitionist, believing that in 
our laws lies freedom, whereas the old 
poison Garrison Abolitionist was not 
quite content with his work unless he 
could break the Union up. 
Bo you have in the old State which 
was ruptured on the slavery question, 
Jefferson sitting in his littlo town, and 
over in the next State you have Lin­ 
coln on the top of the prairie, lending 
his name to the air which blows over 
the cornfields.

,,¿u6h old relics of our forefathers as 
toto.Craddock House breed sympathy 
Ibf tl/o causes that led their builders 
to i migrate to, this country; they in- 
fipjrn piUfiotmtn; and the old walls in 
Jtbpir. massiveness and compactness 
jilead loyally to God, and teach the 
yjrt*ie« of sobrjety, toil and self-de­ 
nial- Such antiquity is to be honored ;

DEATH IN THE WIRE. 


S a i m - t h i i i K S h o u l d b r O o n r t o R e ­ 
m o v e t h e E l e c t r i c fl.lg lit T r a p . 
“There is death in the electric light 
wire.’ 
Thus spoke a prominent electrician 
of this city, last week. " flie worst of 
it is, the danger is increasing daily," 
lie con tin ued, “ and the public should 
Jx* made aware of it. The longer the 
wire is in service the greater is the 
danger. Something should be «lone, 
ami tho quicker the better. 
You 
may 
rest 
assured 
that 
noth­ 
ing* will l»e dune 
by the electric 
iiglit 
companies 
uatil the 
pub­ 
lic compels them 
to 
act. 
The 
trouble is ihe American people are 
long suffering. They pay little heed 
to probable dangers and only act when 
the dire result of their heedlessnoss is 


wttli electricity sufficient in strength 
to kill dozens of men. 
The only safe­ 
guard is the thin insulating covering 
on the wires. 
In hundreds of places 
the heavily charged elongated death 
traps run within easy reach of the peo­ 
ple in their houses and stores. 
Chil­ 
dren can lean out of second story win­ 
dows and touch them in many places, 
as can and do thousands of working­ 
men and girls in mills and w orkshop. 
“ There are several ways in which 
the current might be turned from the 
wire 
sufficiently to cause 
death- 
They m itytalkas they please about 
perfect ami lasting insulation, but ev­ 
ery electrician knows that exposure to 
weather, the swaying of wires against 
trees anti the dragging of telegraph 
and telephone w ires across the coating 
of the electric light wire is hound to 
injure and finally to wear it away. 
The wires have been up long enough 
to rentier the insulation rotten, and it 
is getting worse every day. That is 
w hy I say the danger is increasing. 
"Should a wire liecome detached 
from a pole and left to swing near the 
street, as has been the case several 
times, and should a man chance to 
touch the wire at a point where the 
insulation was imperfect, lie wouttl lie 
killed instantly. Should a man press 
the i>oüit of a penknife through tlic 
covering, as could easily be dune, the* 
chances are ten to one that he would 
end Iiis life at that instant: or should 
one of tho many people at second 
story windows touch a wire where the 
insulation was had the same fatal 
result would fo low. 
"In case of fire the danger is very 
great to firetneu. 
Cutting anti drag­ 
ging telephone wire 
down conse­ 
quently wears off the insulation. Now, 
suplióse a fireman, standing on the 
wet ground ami holding a nozzle of a 
pi|>e against a charged electric light 
wire at a point where the insulator 
was imperfect. 
The connection to 
the ground through the stream of 
water to the fireman would be almost 
rierfect, and death would surely fol­ 
low. These are a few of the dangers."

TELEGRAPHING AS YOU RIDE. 


J u M t f l o w .U c m a f pm a r e t o b e S « m 
by O perutor» in ¡Vlovlng Car». 
At the invitation of tho Consolidated 
Railway Telegraph Company in this 
city, a iarge party of electricians and 
others made a trip upon the I.clugh 
Valley Railroad on Thursday, October 
6th, to inspect tho operation of the 
system of train telegraphy iu use upon 
fifty-four miles of the road. 
The system, due to Edison, Phelps, 
Gilliland, Smith and others, is well 
known in its main features to our 
readers, but certain modifications have 
been introduced which have greatly 
improved 
its 
efficiency, so that 
us 
it 
now stands all the diffi­ 
culties heretofore encountered inay 
be said to he entirely overeóme. 
In the first eipiipment on the Le­ 
high Valley Railroad the inductive re­ 
ceiver on the «‘or consisted of a coil of 
many turns of w ire wound around the 
car, and the line conductor was an in­ 
sulated wire laid along the track. 
While this system left little fo be de­ 
sired, it involved some expense.which 
is avoided by the method use«l at 
present. This consists in the employ­ 
ment of the root oi mo «ar, wiicreuueii 
is available, as astatic receiver, and 
the 
hue 
is 
an 
ordinary 
wire 
strung upon poleH near the track. 
W ith the present system the roof of 
the car is, m most cases, available, 
and a car tain be e«iuipped ready for 
work in a rem arkably short time. 
All 
th at is necessary íh the attachm ent of 
a wire to tho roof, another to the 
swivel plate of a car truck fora ground, 
and the insertion of th© instruments 
in the circuit thus formed. 
Such was 
the arrangement of tliu director’s car, 
which was attached to the special 
tram on tho excursion, and the whole 
equipment did not occupy ten min­ 
utes. 
Tho system as it exists to-day, 
briefly natait, consists mainly in the 
nix- ot the “ short pole" telegraph line 
extending along the side of the rail­ 
road track at about a distance of eight 
or leu teet from the line, the poles be­ 
ing much smaller than ordinary tele­ 
graph poles, aud from ten to sixteen 
feet high. At their top is placed an 


ordinary glass or 'porcelain insulator, 
strung upou which is single galvan­ 
ized steel «or iron» telegraph wire 
about No. 12, American gauge. 
As 
remarked before, wherever practica­ 
ble, the metal roof of the car is em­ 
ployed as the inductivo receiver of th© 
■ ar. but where no metal roof «?xist« an 
iron or brass ro«l or tub«» half an inch 
in diameter is employed, placed un«fer 
the eaves of tli«* car.* From tho roof, 
the wire pusses to tho instruments, 
and then to the wheels of the car. 
Tho operator’s ©«juipmont íb «puto 
simple, and consists merely of a small 
tablet to which tho key, the coil ami 
the buzzer are attached and with just 
sufficient tup surface to hold a tele­ 
graph blank conveniently. The bat­ 
tery employed is endosé*! in a l>ox, 
and can lx«* placed beeide the o|»erator, 
or can Ix» stowed away in ono of the 
closets of tlio car. The ojierator seats 
himself in a chair with his instrument 
and clip for holding the messages he 
is to send, both on a little board 
which rests in his lap. 
A battery of 
twelve small cells is employed in cir­ 
cuit with the primary of the induction 
coil, although it is stated that coin- 
muuication can be kept up with two 
colls. 
The arrangement at the terminal 
station, so tar as the indication cir­ 
cuits and instrum ents arc concerned, 
is identical with that on the car; but 
In addition there is supplied a Morre 
arrangement bv means ot which the 
.line can be used for the transmission 
of ordinary Morse business. The cost 
of equipping a railroad with this sys­ 
tem dependn somewhat vU the char­ 
acter Giiiig 
acarnC^s ío u*e 
«éíegraph pole markets, etc.; but it is 
said to approximate ah ut ¡f-'H) |»er 
mile for line ©«(uipinont, that is, polos, 
wire, etc., and the labor «if putting up. 
The cost of car fitting is about $15. 
On the occasion ut the recent trip a 
Iarge num ber of messages were sent 
ana received from the train without 
the slightest delay of any kind, the 
arrangement being under the charge 
of Mr. S. K. Dingle, assistant suporin-

Before tho 
world is inupy generations older more 
attention w ill have to lie given to the 
«lUOHtion of yoking tho grout forces _ of 
nature to our machinery, and utilizing 
the enormous energy of the winds, 
waves and tides, not to mention water 
power and the direct radiation from 
tho sun. Our store of coal will doubt­ 
less last for many a long day to como, 
but we ought not to forget that wo are 
a race "f spendthrifts, living on our 
capital, and that we must not miss any 
opportunity of economizing the limited 
resources of our estate.
